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CLAIMS 



What is claimed is: 



A comb inatio n of an effective amount of at least one anti-epileptic 
compound having pain alleviating properties and an effective amount of at 
least one compound selected from the group consisting^of NMD A receptor 
antagonists, NSAIDs, and analgesics. 

The combination of Claim 1 wherein the anti-epileptic compound is a
